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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to communications filed for application 10/691,065 
on April 15, 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 12-27 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or Unking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on April 15, 
2005. 

Although some of the species and subgroups shared the same classes, there were 
distinctly different searches for each species and subgroup, which is why the election/restriction 
was deemed proper. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on March 30, 2005. These drawings are approved.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the method for controlling the fueling of a hybrid electric motor 
vehicle as claimed, and particularly including the steps of slewing the CVT to a higher gear ratio 
in response to a sensed closed throttle position; cutting the fuel to the engine; coupling the M/G 
in parallel with the engine with the M/G operating as a generator, and including the remaining 
controls and structure of claim 1.
